ADMINISTRATIVE ASSISTANT 


GETS CONTRACT EXTENSION

At the January 23 Township 
Board meeting the Board 
approved a new contract for 
the Administrative Assistant 
to end November 20, 2004. 
The approval was by a vote of 
five to one. 

Trustee Adkins was the lone 
dissenter. 

Since both the Supervisor 
and the Police Chief expressed 
their satisfaction with the per- 
formance of the employee you 
would think the approval 
would have been smooth sail- 
ing. However, considerable 
discussion took place because 
several significant additions 
were added to the previous 
contract. In typical fashion, the 
Supervisor failed to present 
the changes ahead of time and 
simply relied on the new con- 
tract being placed on the agen- 
da and in the Board materials. 

Because of this lack of com- 
munication, considerable 
debate had to take place. 

Following Police Chief 
Metzger’s presentation, 
Trustee Adkins asked the 
Police Chief about “compen- 
sation time” taken by the 
assistant when she works 
overtime. The Chief respond- 
ed that the assistant never 
takes all the time that is due 
her. 

Adkins went on to point out 
that “significant changes” 
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were placed in the new con- 
tract. and she expressed her 
concerns over them. She was 
particularly concerned about 
the omission of no expiration 
date to the contract. The cur- 
rent contract was for one year 
ending January 28, 2002. | 

In response to the deletion 
of an expiration date Chief 
Metzger said the contract had 
“at will” language and could 


be terminated by either Bale | 


at any time. 

Adkins also expressed con- 
cern about a raise from 
$36,000 to $40,000 and 
pegged it correctly as an |1- 
percent raise. “It is strange to 


me” that the annual adjust-- 


ment for the general staff 
office was 5-percent yet an | 1- 
percent raise was proposed for 
the Assistant. 

She went on to say that the 
Assistant rate of pay exceeded 
the rate of pay of the other 


employees including — the 
Deputy Clerk and the Deputy 
Treasurer. She added ,the rate 
of pay “exceeds employees 
that have been with the 
Township for 25-30 years.” 
Adkins concluded her 
remarks by stating she also did 
not like the “no reduction in 
benefits” clause that was 
added to the new contract. 
Supervisor Mitchell respond- 


ed to the $4,000 raise-by-stat- 
_ ing the Assistant does work 


that was formerly done by two 
people. He saw this as a sav- 
ings. He pointed out that the 
two former employees had a 
salary of $36,000 and $32,000 
and with fringes added the 
total came to over $90,000. 
According to his math this was 
a savings. 

Clerk Bowers pointed out to 
trustee Adkins that she (Ad- 
kins) approved the first con- 
tract and that contract made 


the Assistant higher paid than 
the office staff. She expressed 
that she was “puzzled” why 
Adkins would now raise this 
concern. 

Adkins responded that she 
was objecting to the 11-per- 
cent raise on top of that. 

Trustee O’Kelley suggested 
that the Supervisor “go back to 
the drawing board” and recon- 
sider the |1-percent raise and 


Treasurer Baron repeated 
the remarks of the Supervisor 
when he echoed the thought 
that the Assistant was doing 
the work of two positions. 

O’Kelley responded by 
questioning the Supervisor 
and Treasurer’s thinking in 
this regard. He seemed to sug- 
gest that the correct argument 
was that one of the two posi- 
tions were never needed. He 
also objected to the lack of an 


expiration date. 

Regarding the lack of an 
expiration date, the Supervisor 
suggested that he would be 
willing to add an expiration 
date that would expire at the 
end of his current term of 
office. 

Despite this suggestion, 
Trustee Carey made a motion 
to accept the contract as pre- 
sented and Treasurer Baron 


adding an expiration date to, ~ supported it. O’Kelley quickly 
the contract. 


asked the the motion be 
amended to expire at the end 
of the Supervisor’s term of 
office. He said, “This is dan- 
gerous to approve an open- 
ended contract.” He said “at 
will” language in a contract is 
worthless but harmless. 

The motion was amended to 
allow the contract to expire on 
November 20, 2004, and the 
Board approved the new con- 
tract.
